PROGRAMME WOULD NORMALLY BEGIN 
BY WELCOMING SUPPORTERS TO THE 
STADIUM. OF COURSE THAT WOULD NOT 
BE APPROPRIATE ON THIS OCCASION, AS 
TWO INTRIGUING SEMI FINALS OF THE CORAL 
CHALLENGE CUP WILL BE PLAYED TO A MOSTLY 
EMPTY TOTALLY WICKED STADIUM IN ST HELENS. 


It goes without saying that it won’t be the same, 
without the passion of the fans of four of our 
grand old clubs, or for that matter the sprinkling of 
discerning neutrals who have been attracted to the 
Semi Final double headers that have been staged so 
successfully at the University of Bolton Stadium in 
each of the last two seasons. 


Last year was an even more enjoyable occasion as 
the addition of the Coral Women’s Challenge Cup 
Final produced a triple header - with Courtney Hill 
leading Leeds to a surprise victory over Castleford 
in a match which generated unprecedented media 
exposure for the women’s game in this country. 

So I hope you’ll forgive me slightly mixed feelings in 
writing this message. 

However, the fact I am doing so is a small example 
of our determination at the Rugby Football League 
to make the best of these unprecedented and 
challenging circumstances. 

We still have two mouthwatering matches to 
anticipate: Leeds Rhinos aiming to reach a first Final 
since 2015, against a Wigan Warriors team who 
remain the most successful Challenge Cup club, but 
who have not won the competition since 2013; and 
Salford Red Devils, whose last Final appearance 
came way back in 19B9, against the Coral Challenge 
Cup holders, Warrington Wolves. 

Both games will be shown live on the BBC - 
wonderful national exposure for our sport and our 
outstanding players. 

And the prize is a trip to Wembley - the venue that 
is so closely linked with this competition, having 


staged 77 of the 118 Finals since the Challenge Cup 
was first contested in 1896-97, the second season 
after the Northern Union breakaway. 

It was confirmed earlier this week that the Final 
will also be played behind closed doors on 
Saturday October 17, as a result of the latest 
Government restrictions. 

But the earlier announcement that the Final would 
still be staged at the National Stadium was very 
positively received by the players and officials of the 
four semi finalists. 

The RFL will do everything possible to ensure it is 
still a special occasion, in the best traditions that 
have been established since the original, visionary 
decision to take the Final to Wembley, in 1929. 

2C2B is a landmark year for the sport of Rugby 
League, marking 125 years since the formation of 
the Northern Rugby Football Union at Huddersfield’s 
George Hotel in 1895. 

Despite the difficulties presented by the Covid-19 
pandemic, the anniversary of that meeting in August 
was marked in a number of ways - with a Saturday 
morning function in George Sguare recognising the 
support of Kirklees Council in the development of 
a National Rugby League Museum at the George, 
and a less orthodox Zoom conversation between 
our Patron, the Duke of Sussex, and the inimitable 
Ellery Hanley, as well as other representatives of the 
Rugby League family. 

The 125th anniversary celebrations will continue 
at Wembley on Saturday October 17, witnessed by 
the BBC television audience. Good luck to the four 
Semi Finalists as they battle to earn the coveted 
invitations to the party.

FINALS TAKES PLACE THIS AFTERNOON

TO TAKE ON A CHALLENGE THAT HE SAYS 
WILL BE ONE OF THE TOUGHEST HE HAS

The former England skipper will be taking 
□n an ultra marathon across Exmoor that 
includes over 2,000 metres of climbing 
in 34 miles. Originally the challenge was 
supposed to take place in France on the Alps 
but the coronavirus pandemic prevented 
that however, as numerous Rugby League 
defences around the world will testify, you 
just can’t stop JP when he has got his mind 
set on something! 

He is undertaking the task with friend 
Simon Dent and is hoping to have it 
completed before the BBC goes off air 
on Saturday in their coverage of the Cup 
semi finals. The aim is to raise £30,000 
to support Rob Burrow with his treatment 
and also support his wife and three young 
children under eight. 

Looking ahead to the challenge Peacock 
said, “This is going to be tough. I have done 
the London Marathon three times and that 
was hard but the big difference here is the 
ascent in it as well, the London Marathon 
is on the flat so this will be totally different. 
Having said that, when we hit the tough 
point it will be nothing compared to what 
Rob and his family are going through. He will 
be right at the front of our minds when we 
need to dig deep, and 100%, he will be our 
inspiration.” 

Peacock is just one of an army of 
fundraisers who are supporting Rob and 
the Motor Neurone Disease Association. 
2004 Grand Final Harry Sunderland winner 
Matt Diskin this week was part of a team of 



cyclists from Dewsbury Moor A.R.L.F.C [Matt 
Diskin, David Diskin, Mark Fortis, Pat Howley, 
Carl Roberts B Dean Slack] who cycled 
The Way of the Roses', a two day 170 mile 
coast to coast challenge from Bridlington to 
Morecambe. 

Next week the Set of B challenge for Rob 
Burrow will see Barrie McDermott, Keith 
Senior and Luke Ambler come together to do 
a set of B for Rob Burrow. 

The Yorkshire 3 Peaks is a tough challenge 
in itself but the group have decided to 
do them not once but twice round on 5th 
October 2020. 

That’s around 50 miles and B peaks!

The season started off with a resounding 
4-30 defeat at home to Hull FC but that 
was followed by four wins including a 36-0 
televised home win over Warrington Wolves 
at the end of February. A massive 66-12 win 
over Toronto followed but that is now erased 
from the records. The Covid shutdown 
followed and we all wondered if the season 
would restart. 156 days later, Rugby League 
as whole showed its resilience and the 
players, fully tested, were back on the pitch. 

The first game was away to Huddersfield 
and victory was recorded by the slimmest of 
margins 27-26, a win that included a crucial 
drop goal by Gale. 

The following week a rampant St Helens 
arrived at Headingley and ran out 0-48 
winners, this was followed by a 10-28 
reverse at Wigan. 

Richie Myler was the stand out player the 
following week with a hat trick of tries from 
his new role as full back. Leeds beat last 
year’s finalists Salford 50-12 and many who 
had written off the Rhinos took a second 
look and thought maybe they could be 
playoff contenders. 

Another narrow win over Huddersfield 
followed [13-12] and then a week later the 
Rhinos put Hull Kingston Rovers to sleep in 
the Challenge Cup Quarter Finals 48-18. 

A week later Hull KR hosted Leeds and the 
Rhinos showed how they were continuing to 
improve with a 41-16 win.

SEASON SO FAR... 


THE 2020 BETFRED SUPER LEAGUE SEASON OPENED WITH A CLASH BETWEEN WIGAN WARRIORS AND 
WARRINGTON WOLVES AT THE DW STADIUM. AFTER FALLING BEHIND EARLY ON, A DAZZLING BEVAN 
FRENCH TRY SET THE GAME ALIGHT, WITH THE CHERRY AND WHITES SECURING A16-10 WIN, AFTER A 
LIAM MARSHALL TOUCHDOWN IN THE SECOND HALF. 


A Round 2 defeat at Castleford 
Tigers followed a week later 
for Adrian Lam’s men, but the 
Warriors responded with a 32-10 
victory over Toronto Wolfpack. 
Following the Canadian club’s 
withdrawal from Super League, 
the result was excluded from the 
league table, but players stats 
earned in the game still stand 
as Harry Smith, French [2], Joe 
Burgess and Liam Farrell all 
scored tries. 

Three more wins then followed 
for Wigan, starting with a 26- 
12 home victory over Hull FC. 
Full-back French was on the 
scoresheet again, while Dorn 
Manfredi went over on his return 
from injury, Jackson Hastings got 
his first for the Club and Willie 
Isa opened his account for the 
season - all to help the Warriors 
gain two points. 

An impressive Marshall hat-trick 
was the main talking point of 
an away victory at Huddersfield 
in Round 5, as the Warriors 
posted 42 points to move to the 
top of Super League. Five other 
tries, including a first Wigan 
touchdown for prop-forward 
George Burgess saw the visitors 
take a comfortable win. 

The points continued to come 
for the Warriors, as a Hastings 
first half double inspired his side 
to a 30-16 victory over Hull KR. 

A disappointing 18-14 loss at 
Salford Red Devils in Round 7 
would turn out to be Wigan’s final 
game before Super League was 


suspended due to the Covid-19 
lockdown, as tries from Hastings 
and Sam Powell were not enough 
on the night. 

Twenty-one weeks later, Super 
League returned - albeit in 
unfamiliar surroundings, with 
games being played behind 
closed doors and at neutral 
venues. Wigan started the 
restart with a narrow 22-23 win 
over Wakefield Trinity at Leeds’ 
Emerald Headingley Stadium. 

A late Harry Smith drop-goal 
proved to be the difference, as 
Wakefield fought back following 
four Wigan tries, including a 
first for Wigan-born and former 
Season Ticket Holder, Jake Bibby. 

Round 9 saw the Warriors 
take on Leeds in St Helens, as 
Wiganer Farrell scored his IDDth 
try for the Club to help his team 
to a 28-ID victory. Despite a late 
change of opponent in Round 
ID, due to positive Covid-19 tests 
within Catalans Dragons sguad 
[the opposition Wigan were 
initially scheduled to play], the 
Warriors prevailed and fought off 
Castleford 3D-22. 

A surprising 34-18 defeat to Hull 
KR came in Round 11, but Lam’s 
side bounced back with a spirited 
performance away in Perpignan, 
France against Catalans Dragons 
- the first Super League game, 
since the restart, to be played in 
front of a crowd. A Joe Burgess 
double and first of the season for 
Oliver Gildart helped Wigan to a 
comfortable 12-28 win. 


After receiving a bye into the 
Quarter Finals of the Coral 
Challenge Cup, Wigan met Hull 
FC, who got past Castleford 
to reach the final eight. The 
Warriors booked their place in 
the Semi Finals with an emphatic 
4-36 victory, as French and 
Farrell went over for two tries 
each at Salford’s AJ Bell Stadium. 

The Cherry and Whites turned 
their attention back to Super 
League the following week, with 
a 28-16 victory over a resilient 
Wakefield outfit. Sam Powell 
scored his fifth try in as many 
games, Gildart ran in his third 
touchdown in three successive 
matches and French grabbed his 
fifth try in the last three 

games - seeing him move to 
12 for the season. Half-back 
Hastings was on hand for 
another assist, taking his tally to 
15 for 2D2D so far. 

With the Challenge Cup Semi 
Final against Leeds on the 
horizon, Lam gave six youngsters 
their Wigan debuts for the 
Round 14 derby clash with St 
Helens. Umyla Hanley, Sam 
Halsall, James McDonnell, Harry 
Rushton, Ben Kilner and Kai 
Pearce-Paul all played their first 
professional game for the Club 
and despite a spirited effort 
from the Warriors’ young guns, 
the experience of Saints shone 
through to seal the victory for 
Kristian Woolf’s men with 42 
unanswered points

BOTH AN FA CUP FINAL AND CHALLENGE CUP FINAL... 


PLAYING IN A CHALLENGE 
CUP FINAL REMAINS THE 
PINNACLE OF A CAREER FDR 
MOST PLAYERS. PLAYING IN AN

Llanelli RU halfback David 
Davies, known as Dai, signed 
professional terms for Swinton in 
1899. He was just 18 years of age. 

Davies settled in guickly and in 
19DD the Lions embarked on a 
successful cup run accounting 
for amateurs Eastmoor before 
beating Holbeck, Dldham, 
Broughton Rangers and then 
Leeds Parish Dhurch in a hard- 
fought semi-final at Fartown. 

The final, staged on Saturday 
28 April 19DD was against old 
rivals Salford at the Manchester 
Athletics Ground at Fallowfield. 

After overcoming early nerves 
Davies enhanced his growing 
reputation and capped his 
authoritative display with the 
fourth and final Swinton try as 
the Lions won IB-8 in front of an 
estimated 25,DDD spectators 
[though the official return was 
17,864]. 

Two years later there was 
a sensation. Looking for a 
replacement for their goalkeeper 
John Sutcliffe, himself a former 
England RU international, who 
had moved to Millwall, Bolton 
Wanderers acted guickly and 
followed the precedent of signing 
an established rugby footballer. 

The Manchester Evening News 
reported: "Dai Davies has just 
signed on for Bolton Wanderers. 
The news will be heard with 


surprise by the numerous 
Swinton football followers. He 
played his first game under 
an assumed name and did 
remarkably well and as a result 
the Wanderers directors have 
offered him vastly superior terms 
to those obtaining at Swinton. 

His place in the Swinton team will 
prove difficult to fill and the news 
will be received with much regret 
by lovers of the Rugby code." 

Davies guickly adapted to the 
new code in the Wanderers' 
reserves side and was handed 
his first team debut on Christmas 
Day in the first division game 
against Liverpool at Anfield. 

He went on to play soccer for 
Wales at international level and 
established a regular place in the 
Wanderers team. 

In 19D4, Wanderers embarked 
on an FA Cup run that developed 
momentum and they reached the 
final to play Manchester City at 
the Crystal Palace after victories 
over Reading, Southampton, 
Sheffield United and Derby 
County. Four years after playing 
for Swinton in the Challenge Cup 
Final, Davies now stepped out to 
become the first man to double 
up by playing in the highlight 
of the association code. City 
were widely regarded as firm 
favourites, but they only won 
1-D, the only goal a controversial 
one scored by Davies' fellow 
Welshman Billy Meredith midway 
through the first half. 

Most observers were clear 
in their opinion that Meredith 
received the ball in an offside 
position as he set off on the 
scoring run, but the Wanderers' 


protests were to no avail. Despite 
enhancing his reputation with 
a near faultless display and 
showing no sign of nerves in 
front of a 61,374 crowd Davies 
had to be content with a runners- 
up medal. 

Davies eventually returned to 
play for Swinton and played 
alongside his brother Daniel for 
the Lions. His return to the rugby 
code was warmly received by the 
club's supporters as he made his 
second debut against Wigan on 
Christmas Day 19D9. It was like 
he had never been away. 

One critic noted: "Davies is as 
fit as ever and has lost none of 
his speed and resource which 
earned him the name of the 
Northern Union star halfback a 
few years ago." Appointed club 
captain, his Lions side reached 
the 191D Lancashire Cup Final, 
losing 4-3 to Dldham and towards 
the end of that year Davies 
achieved another milestone 
when he was selected to play for 
Wales in an international against 
England at Coventry. Though 
Wales were heavily defeated, 
39-13 Davies had thus become a 
dual international. 

When the war came Davies and 
his brother Dan volunteered in 
the 16th Lancashire Fusiliers 
and both saw action on the Front 
before being hospitalised and 
sent home with illness. Dai died 
in June 1944 and is buried in 
Swinton Cemetery. He played 170 
games for Swinton, scoring 3D 
tries and 137 first team games for 
Bolton Wanderers, including 14 in 
the FA Cup, his place in sporting 
history assured.

Rugby League versus Discrimination: 
TACKLE IT sets out four strategic goals 
and, crucially, the specific and measurable 
actions that will be taken to achieve them. 

Launched to coincide with the beginning 
of Black History Month, TACKLE IT marks a 
firm and tangible sport-wide commitment to 
inclusion, diversity, and anti-discrimination, 
which aims to: 

1. WIDEN THE REACH AND IMPACT OF 
RUGBY LEAGUE 

2. DIVERSIFY THE GAME'S TALENT 
POOL 

3. IMPROVE THE CULTURE OF 
RUGBY LEAGUE 

4. CLARIFY PROCESSES, 

INSTIL CONFIDENCE IN AND 
ENCOURAGE REPORTING 
OF DISCRIMINATION, 

AND ENSURE THAT 
APPROPRIATE SANCTIONS 
ARE IN PLACE. 

The goals and actions 
support all the protected 
characteristics [in the 
Eguality Act 2D1D): 
age; disability; gender 
reassignment; marriage 
and civil partnership; 
pregnancy and 
maternity; race; religion 
or belief; sex; and sexual 
orientation. With a focus 
on areas reguiring 
particular support at 
specific times. 


The plan includes actions on player and 
coach recruitment and development, talent 
inclusion and progression, community 
outreach and club development, as well as 
on ensuring zero tolerance of all forms of 
discrimination within the game. 

Responsibility for delivering against the plan 
rests with a wide range of organisations, 
including the RFL, Super League [Europe], 
professional and community clubs, RL Cares 
and RLWC2D21. 

The RFL Inclusion and Diversity Advisory 
Board will continue to advise on this work. 
Board chair Dr Rimla Akhtar MBE, an RFL 
Non-Executive Director, says: 

“Rugby League has an opportunity now to 
become a genuinely anti-racist and anti- 
discrimination sport. 

“In our 125th year we are still not fully 
representative of our communities. Across 
all aspects of the game we continue to 
miss out on immense talent, passion, skills, 
and experience, as well as opportunities 
to connect, learn, grow, and expand. I 
am confident in our ability to challenge 
ourselves and to change. 

“Since the game’s restart in August, and 
even during lockdown, we have seen how 
Rugby League is a powerful force for good, 
how it has such a deep connection with 
so many communities, and how it can be 
an anti-racism campaigning sport. This 
is a clear focus and it sits alongside our 
continued work on the gender balance in our 
sport and LGBPT and disability inclusion.” 

RFL Chief Executive, Ralph Rimmer, says: 

“This is an action plan by the game, for 
the game. It is the result of listening and 
learning, and a great deal of hard work 
involving people from across the sport. 

We have listened to the lived experience 
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□f Black players and coaches, volunteers, Craig Richards, 

administrators, fans and external partners, coiemanand 

and huge thanks go to everyone who Leon Pryce 

has contributed enough for their insight, 
honesty, and commitment to getting us to 
this point. 

“From here on it’s down to all of us to deliver. 

Actions speak louder than words. It’s Rugby 
League versus Discrimination and tackling it 
is a team effort.” 

Bean Thomas, MD YFL Training, Flead of 
Operations Ottawa RL, and member of the 
RFL IBD Advisory Board says; 

"The TACKLE IT Action Plan satisfies my 
need for a structure that can be used 
to measure and challenge our sport’s 
performance in the areas of reach, impact, 
talent pool, culture and the reporting 
process for discrimination. Key points for 
me are the inclusion of Black and minority 
coaches to observe and or be invited to 
participate in the England Talent Pathway. 

It is great to see Craig Richards as the 
England Women’s Head Coach. It will be 
great to see talented coaches like Jermaine 
Coleman and Leon Pryce being able to 
observe and/or participate in the England 
Talent Pathway, prior to, during and after 
next year’s Rugby League World Cup."

A S A KID GROWING UP IN LEYLAND, THE FORTNIGHTLY 

PILGRIMAGE TO WATCH PRESTON NORTH END WAS BEGINNING 
TO GET TOUGH SO WITH A THREE CHANNEL TELEVISION, 

MUM AT BINGO AND DAD TIDYING HIS SHED, I PRESSED THE 
BUTTONS ONE COLD TUESDAY NIGHT AND SAW THIS GAME 
BEING PLAYED ON BBC2. 


The commentator was a cheery 
bloke called Eddie Waring and the 
sport was Rugby League. It didn’t 
take long before I was hooked 
although some of the battle 
hardened faces coming out of 
the dark was a little scary. 

At school there were some kids 
who went to watch Wigan play 
and I started hanging around 
with them. Tales of Billy Boston 
running through brick walls 
having being fed the perfect pass 
by Eric Ashton made me want to 
learn more. 

Many years later I became a big 
fan of Bavid Attenborough on 
television and the work he still 
does to save the planet. Back in 
the 196B’s he was head of BBC2 
and it was his idea to introduce 
the Floodlit Trophy. In year one 
eight clubs took part, seven with 
lights and Leeds who installed 
lights the following year. The 
four tackle then scrum rule was 
introduced in the competition in 
19BB. The big teams down the 
years all won the trophy, but the 
first three years belonged to 
Castleford who beat St Helens, 
Swinton and Leigh. 

□ne big shock was during the 
short working week in 1973 when 
little Bramley beat Widnes at 
Naughton Park [15-7] in daylight. 
It was Bramley’s first big trophy 
they had landed and made 
the national newspapers. The 
following season we saw the 


first B-B draw in the final when 
Salford and Warrington slugged 
it out at the Willows. Six weeks 
later, early in 1975 Salford lifted 
the trophy with a IB-5 win at 
Wilderspool. 

My own team in those days 
was little Blackpool Borough 
who I had gone to watch back 
in 197B. They played Swinton at 
Borough Park and included in 
the Blackpool team were 38 year 
old Billy Boston and his centre 
partner was John Stopford. 

Billy scored a try early doors 
when he carried three over the 
line with him! 

I cut my radio teeth watching 
Blackpool Borough home and 
away in the early eighties when 
Tommy Bickens was coach. 

Trips to Kent Invicta, Carlisle 
and Cardiff gave me some 
memories I still talk about today 
when I bump into the old players. 
Last year I had the pleasure of 
attending the [then] annual Big 
Bash in Blackpool and spent the 
afternoon talking with players like 
Carl Briscoe, Tommy Frodsham 
and Hugh Waddell. Sadly it was 
the last time I saw Hugh before 
he died and we had an hour 
talking about him joining the club 
after walking into the club whilst 
on a caravan holiday, no agent 
and a very small signing on fee. 

Next stop on my journey in 
Rugby League was in the mid¬ 
nineties when I was appointed 


as the first media manager of 
the club by then Commercial 
Manager John Fillingham. I 
helped with the launch of the 
name change [Wire/Wolves] 
and remember at the time some 
of the 'Elders’ saying it wouldn’t 
work! I combined my media work 
with being pitchside BJ and 
introduced the now legendary 
Tom Hark’ music after tries on 
Easter Monday 1997 too. I moved 
to Wigan in 1998 and had two 
great years there, seeing the club 
win the inaugural Grand Final, but 
not before witnessing the biggest 
Challenge Cup Final shock by 
losing to Sheffield. 

I moved with Jason Robinson to 
Sale Sharks in 2GG0 but my first 
love was and always will be the 
game of Rugby League. 

□n leaving Sharks I set up on my 
own and work with several sports 
clubs, sharing my experiences, 
advice and strategies with them. 
The issues we have all seen and 
been affected by in 2G2G will 
possibly reshape sport going 
forward. What will be the new 
norm? Must admit the last Super 
League game before lockdown 
with Sky sending Chris Kamara to 
Castleford was fun to watch. 

The Challenge Cup is a huge 
competition and has dealt with 
everything thrown at it. The 
strength of the whole support 
base in Rugby League from grass 
roots to Super League will see 
the game survive and rebuild. 

The miners’ strike in the 1980’s 
couldn’t destroy the game and 
neither will Covid. 
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NOT QUITE SURE THIS IS WHAT THE 
RFL HAD IN MIND AS THE SPORTS 
CELEBRATES ITS 125TH YEAR. 

However, if Rugby League has a 
positive, resilience throughout its 
existence springs immediately to 
mind. 

In my view there’s no doubt that this 
particular season has represented the 
sports biggest challenge through its 
125 year history. 

Overall the response has been 
outstanding from all concerned. 
Broadcasters, journalists, 
administrators, players, fans, 
and officials have all risen to the 
challenges that have been presented 
in this most unprecedented campaign. 

An acceptance and ability to rise 
to what’s been reguired has clearly 
characterised a determination and 
defiance which has existed in Rugby 
League ever since that historic 
meeting in the George Hotel In 
Huddersfield way back in 1895. 

Yes I know we don’t always agree with 
every single decision that’s made. 

But remember a rebellious streak has 
pretty much existed ever since those 
early days which ultimately resulted 
in the formation of this magnificent 
sport we know as Rugby League. 


It rewards hard work. It emphasises, 
discipline, teamwork, strength, 
toughness, loyalty, skill, speed and 
athleticism. All those attributes are 
regularly on show on the field, many 
of which have also been reguired off 
the field this season. 

The sport is littered with examples 
of making brave and bold 
decisions,never afraid to go where 
others haven’t been before. Yes I know 
we don’t always agree, but there’s a 
kind of attraction in that as well. It’s 
like taking a bite of forbidden fruit, we 
chew on on it, then spit it out the bits 
we don’t like. 

There’s nothing else guite like it. Well if 
there is I’ve yet to find it. 

If Rugby League was a soap opera we 
are the Archers [ ask your grandad 
kids] loved by the committed, ignored 
by the masses. 

Frankly you don’t know what you’re 
missing.

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SINCE THE POST-LOCKDOWN RESTART OF RUGBY LEAGUE, PLENTY HAS CHANGED IN THE SPORT. MOST 
NOTABLY, THE GAMES BEING PLAYED BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. BUT A FEW RECOGNISABLE ELEMENTS 
HAVE RETURNED TO GIVE AN AIR OF FAMILIARITY. ONE OF WHICH IS THE VOICE OVER THE PA. 


For over two decades, Pete 
Nuttall has been the Stadium 
Announcer for most big Rugby 
League matches in this country. 
He’s the regular PA Announcer at 
England Internationals, the Super 
League Grand Final, the Magic 
Weekend and, of course, the 
Challenge Cup Final and today’s 
Semi-Finals. So how has life 
without any live sport been? 

“It’s been rubbish! As well as 
Rugby League, I work as both 
presenter and event manager in 
Football, Cricket, Rugby Union 
and more. I’m not complaining 
- far from it - but it’s rare I 
have a weekend off. So to go 
from working every weekend at 
some exciting sporting event to 
everything stopping overnight 
has been guite an adjustment. 

“At first, lockdown was guite 
enjoyable - some welcome time 
off, a chance to stay home, sit 
back and do nothing, but that got 
tired pretty guickly. And there’s 
only so much CIY and gardening I 
can manage. 

“I kept thinking, This time last 
year, I was the Event Manager 
at Lord’s when England won 
the Cricket World Cup; today I’m 
turfing my back garden. Eight 


years ago, I was announcing Gold 
Medal winners at London 2B12; 
today I’m boarding the loft...’ 

“So I was grateful when sport 
was allowed to resume, and even 
more grateful when they decided 
an announcer was needed. 

“Of course, there’s almost 
nobody there to hear me, barring 
the players, a few TV crew B 
press and a handful of staff, but 
after five months of no sport, if 
somebody asks if I want to go to 
a match I’m certainly not about to 
say ‘no’. 

“Rugby since the restart has 
been a fascinating experience - 
with no crowd, you can hear the 
chat on the field, and from the 
coaches - you don’t get to listen 
in on that normally. You can 
REALLY hear the thud of the 
collision and crunch of impact, 
which reminds you what these 
players put themselves through 
week in week out. And the lack 
of traffic after a game has been 
marvellous. But I’d happily trade 
all that in a heartbeat to have a 
crowd back in the stadium. 

So how about the future? “Well, 
we’re just over a year away, 
but hopefully the 2C21 Rugby 
League World Cup can go 


ahead without too much further 
disruption. I’ve worked on plenty 
of World Cups in a variety of 
sports over the past few years, 
and there’s nothing like a huge 
international event like that held 
in this country to raise the profile 
of the sport and win over new 
fans. But it won’t have the same 
effect if people can’t enjoy the 
atmosphere in and around the 
stadiums surrounded by like- 
minded supporters. A career 
highlight for me was announcing 
the 2013 Rugby League World 
Cup Final at Old Trafford, and I’d 
dearly hope to be involved again 
in 2021. I truly hope we can have 
fans there as well to enjoy the 
fantastic experience. 

“I know a return to stadiums full 
of roaring spectators is a way off. 
And this year’s Coral Challenge 
Cup Final will be very different to 
what we’re used to.

The team which took the field in Round One 
was very different to the one which had 
taken them through the play-offs however. 
The arrival of big names like Dan Sarginson 
and Kevin Brown meant the new Red Devils 
outfit was not short on guality, but would 
take time to gel. 

Despite Salford’s slow start to the season, 
their potential was clear to see, with 
both Ken Sio and Niall Evalds amongst 
the division’s top try-scorers in March.

The Red Devils’ seventh game of the 
season, a visit from then top of the table 
Wigan Warriors, was their last outing before 
lockdown.

THERE WAS ND MISTAKING THE STORY OF THE 2019 SEASON AS SALFORD RED DEVILS REACHED THEIR 
FIRST SUPER LEAGUE GRAND FINAL AT OLD TRAFFORD. 


Ian Watson’s men punched above 
their weight all year and were 
rewarded with a place in the end- 
of-season title decider. 

Salford lost to St Helens of 
course, but there was no shame 
in that. 

Theirs was a tale of togetherness, 
of competing against the odds, 
of putting your head in where it 
hurts for your team-mates. 

Who could forget the Red Devils 
knocking out Wigan Warriors in 
the play-off semi-finals on their 
own turf? 

That Watson’s men breathed 
much-needed passion and 
romance into the British game 
was undeniable. 

Twelve months on and they have 
the opportunity today to make the 
final of rugby league’s oldest and 
most famous knockout trophy for 
the first time since 1969. 

Salford lost 11-6 to Castleford 
Tigers 51 years ago in front of a 
huge Wembley crowd of 97,939. 

Could they negotiate a way past 
Warrington Wolves today to book 
a place at the national stadium on 
October 17? 

You would have your doubts, 
especially given the guality in 
Steve Price’s star-studded sguad. 

But the manner in which the 
Red Devils edged past Catalans 
Dragons in the guarter-finals 
illustrated their ability to perform 
when it matters most. 

Salford lost some key players at 
the end of last season in Jackson 
Hastings, Jake Bibby, Josh Jones 
and George Griffin. 


Yet Watson recruited smartly for 
this season and men like Pauli 
Pauli, Chris Atkin, Kevin Brown, 
Rhys Williams, Elliot Kear, Dan 
Sarginson and Luke Yates have 
proved guality additions. 

“I research players carefully 
before I sign them and I like 
competitors rather than 
egotistical showboaters,” says 
Watson. 

Salford reaching Did Trafford last 
season felt like a dream. 

To make it to Wembley would 
be on a similar scale for a club 
who enjoyed a golden period in 
the 197Ds but have generally 
struggled on and off the field 
during the Super League era. 

Salford reached the Grand Final 
with the second-lowest budget in 
Super League last season. 

Making ends meet remains a 
constant battle, especially in 
the current climate of a global 
pandemic. 

Watson embodies the local heart 
to a club which sees former 
captain Ian Blease serve as 
director of rugby and lifelong 
supporter Paul King on the board 
of directors. 

All three were chiselled from 
a similar stone and King says: 
“We're all Salford kids - three 
scallywags really - but people 
from this city are grafters. 

“We've always been the 
underdogs compared to 
Manchester, which has the bright 
lights and the trendy nightlife. 

“Salford as a city is often 
portrayed guite badly but it's full 


of lovely people and we have 
some tremendous supporters 
who do ridiculously stupid things 
for this club. I'm one of them.” 

King came on board two years 
ago after receiving a message on 
Twitter from Andrew Rosier, who 
led a community trust which took 
control of the club from previous 
owner Marwan Koukash. 



Watson continues to perform an 
outstanding job and grew up in 
the Salford area. 


He says: “My dad’s a huge 
Swinton fan and I was a ball-boy 
there but, as I got older, Moz 
[Adrian Morley] and I would 
sneak through the gates at the 
Willows to try and get in for free 
to watch Salford. 

“We would play for Eccles in the 
morning and then watch Salford 
in the afternoon.” 

There is an argument to suggest 
that, pound for pound, with the 
resources at his disposal, that 
Watson is the finest coach in the 
British game. 

Victory over Warrington would 
confirm him as a true Salford 
legend, if he was not already.

A shattered player, a victorious 
coach, a preview, a post-match - 
you can be certain that it’ll get an 
airing somewhere in there. 

But if it’s long, hard roads you’re 
looking for, that one to London is 
nothing really. Not compared to 
the one facing former prop Keith 
Mason and his partner Riona 
Kelly later this month. 

Riona has already defied medical 
science twice. She disproved 
doctors who said she would 
never walk again after a spinal 
stroke in 2015 left her paralysed 
from the waist down. Then she 
did so for a second time, after 
tragically being struck by another 
on New Year’s Eve 2B18. 

In fact on that occasion she didn’t 
just get up on her feet again, less 
than a month after being rushed 
to hospital, she was getting a 
standing ovation from a packed 
5BB-strong hall after delivering 
an inspirational and motivational 
speech in Chicago. 

Mason became part of her story 
when he was initially the personal 
trainer who taught her to walk 
when she first enlisted his help 
five years ago, and they have 
been an inseparable couple ever 
since. 

For the one-time front rower 
- whose six clubs includes 
three Challenge Cup finals with 
Huddersfield and St Helens - it 



has certainly been a busy time 
since he hung up his boots seven 
years ago. 


He is the brains behind Rugby 
Blood, a graphic story-book 
featuring some of the biggest 
names in the sport, as well as 
appearing in hit TV series like 
Peaky Blinders. Ch, and he’s also 
had the lead role in a couple of 
films, after becoming mates with 
no less than Mickey Rourke when 
he first turned his hand to acting 
post-rugby. 

Yet it is Keith and Riona’s story 
which has turned them into global 
sensations. The TikTok clips they 
posted during lockdown led to 
nearly 75B,CCB followers on their 
Instagram accounts, and their 
tale has been picked up by media 
companies all over the world. 

Now they have lined up another 
challenge...a ICO-mile fund¬ 
raising walk around a reservoir in 
Hebden, West Yorkshire, across 
ten days, with Mason pulling 
Riona in a wheelchair for the bulk 
of it. If he can get her to stay put 
- and that is far from a given! 

Close pal Joe Calzaghe will be 
taking part, Tyson Fury has 
promised to help too, and there 


won’t be a dry eye in the house 
for the final mile, as Riona will 
join Keith for the last section...the 
furthest she has walked in one go 
for five years. 

Mason explained: “Riona is an 
amazing woman, far stronger 
than me, and has been an 
inspiration for everyone. There 
have been so many setbacks 
over the years and she has come 
through them all. 

“Only last week she was in 
hospital after an hemiplegic 
migraine which left her in agony, 
but was out 24 hours later. She is 
just so driven. 

“This is about giving something 
back, about raising money for 
things we feel really strongly 
about, although getting Riona to 
stay in her wheelchair and not 
get on her crutches before the 
last mile will probably be the 
toughest part!” 

“It’s all taking place to raise 
money for the Stroke Association, 
Motor Neurone Bisease and help 
pay for Riona’s health care. It 
will be very emotional and we 
appreciate any help anyone can 
give us.” 

When you put it all in context, 
perhaps that road to Wembley 
isn’t guite as tough as it once 
seemed, after all...

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THE RFL BOARD CONFIRMED LAST WEEK THAT THE 
PHASED INTRODUCTION OF CONTROLLED CONTACT IN 
COMMUNITY RUGBY LEAGUE CAN CONTINUE IN COMING 
WEEKS, AS GOVERNMENT ACTED TO RECOGNISE THE 
IMPORTANCE OF TEAM SPORT FOR PHYSICAL AND 
MENTAL HEALTH IN THESE CHALLENGING TIMES. 


The “Rule of Six” now 
applies to indoor team 
sports, whilst it remains 
permissible for larger 
groups to take part in 
organised team sports 
outdoors under the NGB 
Action Plans approved by 
Government. 

This means: 

Controlled contact will be 
permitted within a training 
environment for all age 
groups from Monday 
September 28. 

And Youth and Junior age 


groups will be permitted up 
to four playing opportunities 
at two-week intervals from 
the weekend of October 
17-18. 

However, the RFL have 
reluctantly conceded that 
there can be no Open Age 
fixtures for the next three 
months. Work continues 
on plans for a number of 
possible pilot matches as 
part of the preparations for 
a best-case scenario return 
of Open Age matches in 
January 2021. 


The changes follow a 
scheduled review of the 
Community Rugby League 
Action Plan, and further 
consultation with DCMS and 
Sport England following this 
week’s announcements by 
Government. 

The reasons for the latest 
recommendations - 
fortnightly fixtures at Youth 
and Junior level only - are 
listed below. 

Marc Lovering, the RFL’s 
Director of Participation 
and Development, said: 

“Our safety-first approach 
continues with extra risk 
reduction measures so 
that we can get some 
Community Rugby League 
on in these challenging 
circumstances.

“These added measures 
mean that sadly there will 
be no Open Age matches 
taking place in 2020 and 
playing opportunities for 
Youth and Junior age 
groups have been reduced. 
Playing opportunities will 
begin at Youth and Junior 
level in October - and we 
take some consolation from 
the fact that controlled 
contact will be permitted for 
□pen Age training. 

“This news will cause upset 
and disappointment at 
Community Clubs and we 
share those feelings as we 
work flat out to support 
the phased return of the 
Community game. 

“We have to act responsibly 
as the Governing Body and 
member clubs together, 
and do all we can to 
demonstrate that Rugby 
League can be played safely 
- initially at Youth and Junior 
level. 

“The Government fully 
recognises the vital role 
team sports like ours play 
in improving physical and 
mental health - which 
is more significant now 
than ever. We take every 
opportunity to stress 
those points and ensure 
policy makers are aware 
of the significant financial 


implications for Community 
Clubs from the lack of Open 
Age fixtures, which are vital 
to revenue streams. 

“Ralph Rimmer represented 
the sport at a meeting 
with the Sports Minister 
this week and reinforced 
the impact of the latest 
restrictions on all three tiers 
of the game. 

“We have been grateful 
for the financial support 
provided over recent 
months by Sport England 
and are hopeful of further 
support through the winter 
months to offset the impact 
of the restrictions we are 
under. 

“Clearly, the situation 
remains fluid - the RFL 
Board will review the 
situation again before 
fixtures begin in October, 
and we would stress to all 
the possibility of further 
change at short notice.” 

The rationale behind added 
measures is as follows: - 

It is easier and safer to 
maintain control over the 
number and behaviour of 
spectators for youth and 
junior fixtures. Players will 
be limited to one parent/ 
guardian during Cct/Nov 
with no activity planned for 
□ecember.

Younger players are more 
open to the “turn up, play 
and go home” philosophy 
than older players who see 
after-match socialising as 
a significant part of the 
match day experience. 

Socialising around sporting 
activity rather than the 
activity itself has led to 
several outbreaks in other 
sports. 

Greater concern around 
young adults in terms 
of infection rates. Young 
adults form a considerable 
proportion of Open Age 
players. 

Youth and Junior games are 
usually less intensive and of 
shorter duration than Open 
Age games. 

In terms of the rationale 
behind fortnightly fixtures 
at Youth and Junior level: - 

It will be easier and safer to 
deal with players having to 
isolate and reduce risk of 
infection. 

It will ease pressure on 
facilities and ensure they 
remain Covid-13 secure. 

And it will allow clubs 
to train on alternative 
weekends when winter 
training facilities are scarce 
and indoor facilities are not 
available.
